The San Fran'cisoo Chronicle, in al 


lading to lost girls, editorially says 


- "San Francisco seeing to hare been vis 


ited -with a novel epidemic, that of los 
girls. Almost every daily paper new 
has an account of one or more girls who 
are lost, and then tbe hue and cry is 
aroused, and in a few days the stra; 
lamb oomes home, or ia brought home 
and the community resumes its acens 
tomed serenity, maybe for a whole day 
and then another girl is reported as lost 


"It will be observed that the lost girls 


are generally of such an age that the; 
oonld not be lost unless they wanted to 
be. 
A California girl, of fourteen 01 


fifteen, is not going to be lost excep 
with her own consent and by her own 
exertions. In one recent case, wher 
the disappearance was complete and al 
most miraculous the lost girl was fouuc 
comfortably housed in Oakland, am 
without any notion of coming home o: 
ol clearing np tho mystery which at 
tended her disappearance. In anothe 
case, my lady had quietly gone to a 
neighbor's and concealed herself there 
because she was restive under home rs- 
•traint and control and wanted to get 
away from her parents. 


"But there is a class of lost girls wh< 


do not fare as well as the two to whom 
allusion has been made. It ia an un 
fortunate and a miserable clasw, aod it is 
to be feared that it is growing in num 
bers. We refer to the class which, lee 
away by vanity and love of admiration, 
falls a victim to the wiles of the seducer, 
and awakes from a dream of freedom 
from restraint only to find itself doomec 
to the most helpless and abject servitude 
These lost girls—lost indeed, and fre- 
quently past all hope of redemption— 
have, in many oases, chiefly themselves 
to thank for their downfall. They grow 
up impatient of authority, careless of re- 
proof or warning, and all lo ready to lis- 
ten to any one who will promise their 
•mancipation from what they blindly 
fancy to be domestic slavery. 
They 


listen too willingly to flattery and adu- 
lation, and cultivate their vanity at the 
•zpeuae of their morals. The conse- 
quences are inevitable. 


"On tbe other hand the parents of 


these unhappy girls are not wholly free 
from blame. If a little girl is bright, 
pretty and attractive, a fond father or a 
doting mother never loses an opportu- 
nity to trumpet the praises of the dainty 
darling, often in the hearing of the ob- 
ject of their idolatry. They themselves 
spoil tbe child, and then are horror- 
struck to find that the bad seed that 
they have sown has fallen into fruitful 
•oil and springs np so rank as to ohoke 
down aod kill out the seeds of modesty, 
humility and discretion. 


"We are accustomed to plume ourselves 


upon our superiority to our fathers and 
grandfathers, and look upon thoir ways 
as antiquated and uncouth; but in tbe 
matter of bringing up children we might 
take a leaf from their book with advan- 
tage to us and to those whose care has 
been committed to us. There are now- 
adays, very few boys and no girls. Wt> 
have young gentlemen and young ladies, 
so-cafled; but the race of boys and girls 
geems extinct. As soon as a girl's dress 
reaches her boot-tops, she fancies her- 
self a young lady, puts her hair in u wad 
on the top or back of her head, dons a 
bustle and pull back dress, and is hugely 
insulted at being called a little girl. 
She has her flirtations and her love af- 
fairs, promenade the streets with all the 
assurance of a veteran, is not averse to 
making acquaintances of the other sex 
ia almost any way, and recounts her 
'mashes' to an admiring ring of her fel- 
lowg, who burn to emulate the success 
of their promising playmate. 
What 


wonder that some morning such a girl is 
reported as 'lost,' and that when she. 
in found, her heart-broken parents are 
tempted to wish that she had hidden her 
nhame and disgrace beneath tbe waters 
of the bay? 


"If-parents would preserve the souls 


and bodies of their daughters, let them 
keep them children aa long as they can. 
Let them not be so much concerned 
about the 'sensitive natures' of their 
girls, but maintain the proposition that 
•o long aa they are not too old to do 
wrong they are not to old to be pun- 
ished. Let them insist on being obeyedi 
and we shall hove fewer oases of lost 
giria."

A RAIIJROAD JAXUS. 


W. H. Mills, Laud Agent for the Cen 


tral Pacific Bailroad, in reference to th 
Land Grant to that rood, is emphati 
cally a Janus. When any proposition 
comes np that apparently conflicts wit 
the right to the title of that rood, to any 
of the odd sections, or any part of the: 
he smiles and says, "hands off;" th 
Central Pacific Bailroad has veitec 
rights; has muniments of title; has prop 
erty in all odd sections, which the la 
recognizes and the Courts protect 
The smiling part of this Central Pacifi 
Janus was plainly seen in his letter t 
B. L. Fulton, Esq., bearing date 
June 22, 1887, to which be append** 
the instructions of Hon. H. P. Hender 
son, Judge of the First Judicial District 
Territory of Utah, in the case of th 
Central Pacific Bailroad vs. L. B 
Adams, et al, ia which the Court caic 
"As a matter cf law, that the said act 
(referring to the Acts of Congreis o 
July 1, 1862, and July 2, 1864) or 
within the constitutional power of Con 
gresa to pass, and, that by them, npo 
filing with the Secretary of the Interior 
a map of definite location of the line o 
railroad, showing the routes, the title t 
the lands, and all of the odd numberei 
sections on either side of said railroac 
within twenty miles thereof, not miner 
al or saline, and not, at the time of sai 
filing, sold, -reserved, or otherwise dis 
posed of by tbe United States, and t 
which a pre-emption or 
homesteai 


claim that had not attached, passed anc 
vested in the Central Pacific Bailroai 
Company, of California, aud to its sue 
sucossor in interest." 


TbiB is W. H. Mills, of the Centra 


Pacific Bailrcad, as he appeared in June 
1887, when he was trying, through hi 
sub-agents, to force sheepmen and cat 
tlemen to lease these odd sections an 
thus pour revenue into the coffers o 
that corporation. Look at the frown o 
the Janus in August, 1887. How strik 
ingly it contrasts with the smile of June 
The spirit of the National aad 8tat 
constitutions advocate equal taxation 
Washoe county recognizing that spiri 
asks tribute from the Central Pacific on 
all its property. This corporation, tha 
has always done all in its power to sap 
all vitality out of the State, and it 
President indicating if rates are no 
raised in Utah and Nevada,' the corpor 
ation will be bankrupt, through thi 
railroad Janus, W. H. Mills, the lafai 
agent, in a letter to O. H. Stoddard, on 
Assessor, 'bearing date of August 29 
1887, referring to the fact that he, Stod 
dard, had placed 147,000 aores of the 
company's surveyed land on the tax 
duplicate of Washoe county, says: 
wish to notify you that we (meaning 
the Central Pacific Bailroad) deny the 
taxableness of this property. 
The Com 


pany has an equitable interest in the 
laud, but it is an uutaxable equity." 


"Untaxable equity" is creditable to 


the Janns; but under the light of the 
Act of Congress of July, 1886, an "nn- 
taxable equity," so far as tbe Centra' 
Pacific Bailroad, and the surveyed odd 
sections within its limits are concerned, 
will prove an "obnoxious desuetude"— 
or in the language of old Bill Allen, a 
—d barren ideality.

shows an increase of over $309,000 in 
the taxable property of Humboldt coun- 
ty in the last year.

Powning's Addition is building np 


rapidly, and the structures that are go- 
ing np are attractive and homelike. 
Dr. Bergstein's residence, now being 
built on the corner of Chestnut and 
Second street, is one of the beat arranged 
homes in Beno, and will, when com- 
pleted be an ornament to that portion 
of our town. Though not as conspicu- 
ous for fancy trimmings as other dwell- 
ings that have been erected here, it has 
that solid, comfortable, homelike ap 
pearanoe that makes it attractive. The 
plan of the building ia excellent, and 
demonstrates that the Doctor under- 
stands how a home should be arranged. 
In the first place he obtained ample 
building room by purchasing two lota, 
and located his residence so that be 
could have a fine door yard which he in- 
tends to improve with ornamental shade 
trees, shrubbery, etc. The house fronts 
on Second street, and is conspicuous for 
the neat, two-story, square bay window 
that occupies that portion of the build- 
ing. 
A broad flight of steps will lead 


to the front entrance which will open 
into a spacious hallway. On the right 
of tho hall is a large, double parlor, the 
two rooms connected by a neat arch. 
The front parlor is 16% fact wide by 20 
in length, exclusive of the bay window. 
This room will be elegantly finished. 
The walls are of diagonal boarding, and 
will be lathed and plastered, making it 
equally as warm aa though the walls 
were of mason work. The floor is laid 
with three-inch Oregon pine, and the 
room will be heated by a neat fire place 
surmounted by a marble mantel. The 
large bay window affords ample light, 
and will make the parlor bright and 
cheerful. The extension, or back par- 
lor is 17x18 feet, and will be finished on 
the same elaborate plan as ita compan- 
ion. 
The dining room, which is a 


model of architecture, is separated from 
the back parlor by folding doors of ex. 
qnisite design. This room is 17 feet 
square exclusive of the bay window 
overlooking Chestnut street. The same 
care has been displayed in finishing 
tbe dining room that is notieeable in 
the parlor, and it is also most conven- 
iently arranged. A door opens from it 
into the front hall, and there is also a 
rear entrance from the back porch. 
The large window makes it as bright as 
day. In one side is a cosy china closet 
so arranged that only the panel door is 
exposed to view. The kitchen is im- 
mediately back of the dining room, and 
ia, without question, a model of conven- 
ience. In one end of it there is a large 
pantry containing a sink, while under- 
neath is a splendid cellar 14 feet wide 
by 20 feet long, A stairway leads from 
the kitchen to a room above* that has 
been built expressly for the cook. 
Three fine windows let in the light of 
day, while gas will perform tout labor 
at night. There ore three fine rooms 
on the ground floor, exclusive of the 
kitchen. A grand stairway leads from 
the front hall to the second floor where 
there ia another hall extending almosl 
the entire length of the building. The 
fiont room on this floor is 15 feet square, 
exclusive of the bay window, and also 
an alcove that is 10 by 12 feet in dimen- 
sion. All tha rooms up stairs are to be 
used for bed rooms and are especially 
adapted for that purpose. The alcove 
adjoining the front room contains 
arge window which opens on the front 
porch. Back of the front room and on 
;he right of the hall is another bed 
room 17 feet square, while on tbe op- 
posite side of tbe hall is another one of 
equal size. 
Both rooms have the in 


dispensible closet, and each room con- 
tains three windows. At the and of the 
ball is located the bath room, which is 
arge and is to be furnished in the most 
complete manner 
Tho tub is to be 


full two feet in depth, and will be 
'nrnished with, hot an 3 cold water car- 
'ied through pipes of galvanized iron. 
Nearly all bath rooms are devoid of 
windows but Dr. Bergstein has ignored 
an established custom end placed a win- 
dow in this one, a very sensible idea,

The house could 
not be better arranged for a comfortable 
tome and is finished up in every partic- 
ular in a workmanlike manner.

.ttio at very email expense. Every bed 
oom will contain a wash stand and 
under each one will be placed a zino 
bowl to catch any leakage that may take 
lace and the water, so collected, vill 
>e carried to the waste pipe and thence 
0 the sewer. A 40 gallon boiler for 
ieating water will be supplied with that 
rtiole from a tank built in the attic 
laving a capacity of 170 gallons, which 
s to he kept full at all times. All the 
pipes that run through the building are 
ilaoed between the walls and a cut off 
1 so arranged that every particle of 
water can be turned off from the pipes 
n cold weather. 


The roof ia what is oalUd a deck-roof, 


with slants in three different directions 
and is to be painted a stone-bine, the i 


fancy shingles IB red. 
Over the second 


story porch a beautiful dome will be 
built, giving the building a nniqne ap- 
pearance. The cornice will be hand- 
some, aod all the supports will be in 
the thapft of fancy brackets. The body 
of the building will be painted a Vienna 
drab, and the trimmings will be in dark 
red. Mr. G. E Holesworth is the archi- 
tect, and every particle of the labor has 
been done by the day, and has not been 
slighted in any particular. When tbe 
finishing touches are put on, and the 
house is ready for inspection, tbe Doe- 
tor need not be ashamed to take the 
most (esthetic person through it.
